WEBSTER SCHOOL REPORT. 


In submitting the annual report to the people, we 
wish to-say that we have tried to secure teachers 
satisfactory to the parents, and adapted to the schools. 
How hard a task that is, those who have tried it know. 

The most painstaking teacher cannot do her best 
work, in such small schools. Larger classes would give 
more interest to the scholars. One of the greatest 
obstacles the teacher has to contend with, is the frequent 
absence of pupils. Each day has its own work, and the 
lost days are a handicap to the scholars when they do 
come. 

‘The registers show that a good degree of interest has 
been taken in the schools, by their record of three 
hundred and twenty-one visitors. 

We find, from the enumeration cards there are seven- 
ty-nine children in town between the ages of five and 
sixteen years. 3 | | 

Whole number attending schoolseventy-eight. Each 
of the schools has been in session twenty-seven weeks, 
excepting the one at- White Plain. So many of the 
scholars from there leaving town it was thought best to 
close, after a term of eight and two-fifth weeks.
